A. The funds question. 

The Amerlean Bulgarian League lost its dlrreotlon,in the last 
several years, sod turned l*to a football* field rtiere the Bulgarian poll- 
olans to weigh their partisan strenght. The League le about to pass into 
the hands of one political group only and gradual)r die of its natural 
death. It could terdly be reoprganlsed to serve as a malting organisation. 

Its msmbershlp is open to all Bulgarians and aotlve provooators can not 
be excluded from membership. 

Funds for a news-paper- Dr. Doohaff was furnished with funds to i 

publish the "Bulgarian National Volos". The fact that the paper le not 
published any more shows, that there is no room for partisan nsws*papers 
among tha Bulgarian losi g rat ion In USA, Money Is not the moat important 
fa o tor for publishing a good news-paper.
